•nd on the iipUnda the long rank grass was 
parched brown by ihe fierce sun, for it vraa 
long since rain had fallen. The 9brillt9barp 
chirp of tho prario cricket, nnd the fnr-off 
barking of that curious (animal, the prfirio 
dog, alono woke tho stillness that w&s ab>o- 
luUlj oppressive. 
Homo thrco hours after 


having Tucson I reined up beside Die btuo, 
bright waters of\a creek, and. slacking my 
horse's girths, I allowed him tb drick freely, 
myself replenishing _tbe^ metal can to en thai 
was slung at my saddlo-bow, for in Hull 
desert lond another upporUriily of nppeis- 
iag thirst might not readily occur. And 
preseriUy leaving 
tho grassy prairie we 


struck into a country still mora lonely and 
desolate, where tho only sound was the thud

Far away to the left there glimmered
